Spoils System 



Now that the Student Government major offices elec- 
tion is over, the newly-elected officers are feverishly 
planning and preparing for the comii^ year. 

It is also now that President-elect Larry Gonzalez 
must make his final decisions as to who he will name for 
his many appointments. As is always the case, rumors 
as to who will be appointed to what position circulate 
long before any official announcements are made. 

Of the several names we have heard rumored, (some 
of which came fromsources very close to the president- 
elect) we feel that Gonzalez is. at times, ignoring his 
obligation to serve the best interests of the University. 
It appears he has made political promises that are now 
hindering the best and proper execution of his duties. 

We do not begru(%e the student body president his 
prerogative but we do question his knowledge in special- 
ized fields such as publications, University Union and 
others. We find it hard to accept the idea that the SG 
president knows enough about as specialized an area 
as publications to appoint a member to the Board of 
Publications without first consulting the Chairman of 
the BOP and the editors of the various publications. 

The practice of a "spoils system" of appointments 
seems to be inherent in a democratic organization. 
This can often be tolerated — to a certain extent. In 
areas that directly affect him it is important that the 
president appoint those with whom he can most effec- 
tively work. 

However, in other, sometimes almost autonomous 

areas, the necessan,' criterion for appointment is know- 
ledge of the particular field and ability to do the best 
job. 

Therefore, we ask President-elect Gonzalez to review 

carefully the possibilities and discuss them fully with 
knowledgeable people in specialized fields before these 
many, very important appointments are made.

An amendment to the Student Body 
Constitution, proposed by the 
University Union Board, will be on 
the ballot along with candidates for 
Student Government minor offices 
in Tuesday's election. 

The amendment defines the 
membership and duties of the Uni- 
versity Union Board. Chairman of 
the Union Board revision committee 
John Perkins, said that the duties 
are already in effect but are not 
formally Included In the Constitu- 
tion. 

The amendment, put on the ballot 
by a petition of 300 students, the 
amendment has received the sufiport 
of die Union Board and SG President 
elea Larry Gonzalez. 

The amendement states 

"Be it enacted that: 

"Article V, section 3, paragraph A, 
sentence 1 of the Student body Con- 
stitution be amended to read as 
follows: 

"One student member riiall be 
appointed by the president of the 
student body and shall be sec. of 
the University Union on the student 
body president's cabinet, subject to 
the ai^roval of the Student Senate. 



TTiis appointee shall have completed 
two trimesters at FSU andshallhave 
at least a 2.3 grade point average.

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Bill Of Rights 

Finally, after a disgracefully long time, there is a 
possibility that the integrity of Student Government and 
its claim to represent the students will be established 
beyond doubt. 

Today, a clear and meaningful student bill of rights 
will be considered by the Student Senate. 

Though in the past Student Government has considered 
bills called "bills of rights" , these cowardly documents, 
at once ludicrous and contemptible, accomplished 
nothing (if they were ever intended to). 

Now there is a bill dictated by the students and not 
the administration. 

This bill was written by the New Party and unanimous- 
ly adopted hy the joint New Party- University Party 
convention in January. 

The candidates specifically declared their allegiance 
to this bill both at the convention and during the cam- 
paign. 

Now that the candidates have been elected, the students 
should watch to see how their representatives keep their 
promises and which senators really represent them. 

The students should be especially interested in seeing 
whether or not the senators, through fear of administra- 
tive disapproval, dilute this statement of their rights 
with meaningless ambiguities about ' * responsibility' ' — 
a favorite administrative technique. 

Students, like other citizens accept their responsibil- 
ities obey the laws, pay their taxes and serve their 

country. 

It is by virtue of this fact that they are entitled to 
the rights which go with these obligations. 

Therefore, it is both insulting and dangerous to include 
in the midst of a clear and specific bill any ambiguous 
section which, while only repeating the cbvious, lends 
itself to distortion through administrative interpretation. 

Rather, the senate should as one body afifirm the 
freedoms of the students just as the students have 
alreacfy affirmed their acceptance of responsibility. 

You the students are entitled to the rights enumerated 
in this bill. Watch closely to see that ycwr senators 
serve you as they should.

from an isolated world and are used 
to one way of life, one kind of peo- 
ple. Being a matter of fact rather 
than a matter of blame, these Amer- 
icans abroad have helped forge a gap 
between the American people and 
people in other nations that no 
amount of foreign aid can fill alone. 
Let me give a few examples. In 
Asia, as In many other parts of the 
world, prices are not fixed, but in- 
stead the customer bazgalns with the 
shopkeeper. Amcricws feel that 
bargaining Is below them somehow 
and because they have the money they 
either pay the first price that Is 
asked or they bargain "for fun" 
and give in at a price which Is still 
much too high. 

The result? The Asian shopkeepers 
Judge by their standards — not ours — 
and look upon the American custo- 
mer as a fool who is easily paned 
from his money. 

American servicemen and their 

families expect tu have every com- 
fort of home no matter where they 
are. The compound inside the 48- 
mile perimeter of Clsrk Alrbase in 
the Philippines, for example, is 
filled with American cars, houses, 
theaters, clubs, restaurants, shop- 
ping centers, churches, schools. 
Styles. It might easily be a suburb 
in the US, Possibly much of this Is 
necessary to keep our servicemen* 
h^^py abroad, but the result is that 
the Filipinos see Americans as 
people who live Inside the fence, who 
only come out to buy souvenirs, to 
take pictures, or to find local girls. 
These Americans can spend years 
In the Phil4>plnes and still know 
nothing more about it than what they 
could have read tnNationalCeogra- 
phlc. Many Filipinos thus look upon 
Americans as offensive : local 
custom (they often are) ai.d un- 
friendly (likewise). 

Tourists, who come from a clean 
and relatively sanitary America, are 
afraid of the dust of the world. And 



their money helps them avoid 
They stay at the Hotel Slngap 
with its hot-and^ old running w; 
and carpeted floors. They travel 
taxis or with guided tours in tnc" 
buses, and eat spaghetti in the 
restaurant. If they taste Asian f 
it can only be cH a gleaming ph- 
and even then they are still cauti 
It would appear that these Amerlc 
are afraid to towrh Asia and d 
their hands. 

I don't Intend to repeat the sio. 
"The Ungly American" (who, 
dentally, was the one who did l 
"right" In the book)butwishir.s: 
to attempt to relate such circ 
stances to the world we are fa;

Hailed as "the best piece of legis- 
lation to be Introduced In senate", 
the Student Bill of Rl^ts swept 
the support of almost every senator 
at yesterday's Student Senate ses- 
sion in Moore Auditorium. 

Following an explanation by US 
Representative Billy Matthews of 
congressional action particularly in- 
teresting to students, the senators 
moved into, the discussion of Bill 50 
(the Student Bill of Rights). 

On a waiver of the rules, a second 
reading on the bill was permitted 
after the first reading, b\passlng; the 
normal procedure of referral to a 
senate committee. 

A supporter of the idea for 
a bill of rights, Parris Qenden- 
ing, opened the discussion with an 
appraisal of several aspects of the 
proposal, including students' rights 
to cross-examine all accusers, re- 
gardless of their status in the Uni- 
versity, and the University's jur- 
isdiction over students on vaca- 
tion. 



The bill seemed to carry undis- 
puted si^iport after the deluge of 
questions Glendening masterfully 
handled until Sen. Bill McCarron 
launched into a 20-mlraite oration 
questioning the wisdom of senate's 
endorsement of the bill. 

McCarron queried the right of 
senate to legislate to prevent 
"double jeopardy" included in the 
bill, claiming state courts have jur- 
isdiction over prosecution. 

He also charged that the solons 
were being "too quick, too pushy 
and not thorough enough in their 
consideration of the legislation to 
appvave it." 

"It doesn't matter whether or not 
It IS passed now" as the bill could 
not be put into effect before Sep- 
tember, an>'way, McCarron claimed. 

He testified that Assoc. Dean of 
Students Jack Arnold had said that 
the administration would undoubt- 
edly veto the bill simply because 
it had not gone through the proper 
senate channels and committees be- 
fore reaching the floor. 
Sen. Bill Sizemore, chief spokes- 
man for the bill, reminded the sen- 



ate that a bill of rights had been 
wozlced on in Senate last year and, 

therefore, that this bill is not a 
"snap proposal" as McCarron 
claimed. 

He pointed out the absurdity of 
McCarron' s stand for the appease- 
ment of certain University officials 
and asked McCarron to stand up for 
what is right and not for what is 
expedient. 

Sizemore appealed to the senators 
to pass the bill now, enabling the 
constitutional addition to be on the 
ballot in Tuesday's election, therdjy 
firing up student support. 

Besides, he continued, the pro- 
posal, originally a New Party cam- 
paign issue, has been revised and 
improved a number of times. 

The one dissenter on a roll call 
vote on the Issue was Sen. Carl 
Domino. The remaining senators 
cast 35 votes in favor of the mea- 
sure. Two abstained. 

Matthews explained the recently- 
enacted GI Bill and Johnson's dec- 
ision to abolish the National De- 
fense Education Act loans. He also 
gave his reasons for backing the 
present Vietnam policy.

As long as Student Government persists in maintaining 
that inane anachronism, the class senator, the students 
of this University should approach the coming elections 
with some sense — strained though it may be — of 
seriousness. 

This seriousness should be manifested by a deter- 
mined and pointed questioning of the senatorial candi- 
dates on issues similar to those that dominated the 
recent presidential campaign. 

The senate will have to consider these issues when 
the president-elect attempts to turn platform promises 
into legislative realities. Therefore, it should not be 
expecting too much of a candidate to be familiar with the 
new president's ideas and be able to effectively criticize 
or defend them. 

Representatives of the party of the opposition should 
also be able to intelligently discuss their losing candi- 
date's platform, since itwas represented as a real party 
platform which would be sui^rted despite the presiden- 
tial race outcome. 

Too often in the past this kind of "issue-oriented" 
campaigning has been ignored by the senatorial aspirants 
(and the electorate), creating an unnatural schism be- 
tween the executive and legislative branches that made 
a strange animal of SG — one with a fired-up, eager 
head and a sluggish, directionless — tluw^h pleasant — 
body. 

There is too much good that Student Government can 
accon^lish to have its and the student body's time 

wasted with this variety of useless beast. Such a para- 
site, however, will continue to exist as long as students 
show so little interest in the senatorial elections — 
voting more on a candidate's effervescence than on the 
quality of his thinking. 

The beast can be exterminated, however, if the 
electorate will closely examine the senatorial hopefuls 
and find the candidate who actually wants to be a 
legislator — not just another pleasant face at the 
weekly meetings of the Wednesday Afternoon Sewing 
Society.

The 32-ton device has a central 
tower and cross-arm with a "reach" 
of 117 feet. The time-saving 
contraption can swing materials and 
components into place at any part 



of the building as the building goes 
up. The tower itself can be raised. 

Smith and Sapp Construction Co. of 
Orlando is the contractor. The con- 
struction contract is $3,663,300 and 
the remainder of the cost includes 
fixed scientific e<iu4>tnent, profes- 
sional services, furnishings and 
contingenciMi. 

In addition to state funds, grants of 
$1,046,425 from the National Science

East of Chemistrv Unit 11, the 
University plans shortly to erect a 
$1,202,000 engineering sciences 
bldg. Under present plans the build- 
ing is scheduled for coni{detlon in 
February. 1968. 

The latest building to get under way 
among the five presently being con- 
structed is an addition extending for 
90 feet to the rear of Strozler 
Liteary. It will have seven floors, 
two extending above the present 
library and a sub-basement, and will 
have an area of 107,818 square feet. 
It is designed to shelve at least a 
million additional books and to seat 
1,500 additional students. 

Excavation work is under way and 
piles are being driven to carry the 
leavy load.Coiitractor is Winchester 
Construction Co. of Tallahassee. 
The contract price is $1,705,000. 
In additionloStatefunds, the Univer- 
sity is using a grant of $523,513 
under the Hi^ Education Faculties 
Act. 

Construction of the social sciences 
bldg. was begun last fall by the 
contractor, Biltmore Construction 
Co. of Clearwater. Contract oost 
is $2,365,000. 

A grant of $880,000 under the 
Higher EducatlonFacilitiesActSU)- 
plements a state appropriation for 
the structure which will house seven 
social science depr.rtments, two In- 
stitutes and the School of Social 
Welfare. 

The two units of the building, one 
with a ground floor and six floors 
above It and the other with a ground 
floor and two other floors, will have 
the largest floor area of any aca- 
demic building on campus. 156,949 
square feet. 

The biological sciences : is 
being constructed by Watson and Lo. 
of Tampa at a contract cost of 
$1,809,191. Thethree- story building 
of steel frame construction faced 
with brick and concrete will have 
80,608 square feet. Like Chemistry 
Unit 1 it will connect with the present 
Molecular Biophysics Bldg.

Michael Shaara of the FSU Dept. of 
English is the author of over 75 
publishedsh-jrt storie- but Is coming 
out with a strictly factual article in 
the "Saturday Evening Post' this 
spring. 

"The New Lazarus" is Shaara's 
account of a heart attack in March, 
1965, which he said left him "clini- 
cally dead' for 55 minutes. Shaara's 
doctors nicknamed him "Lazarus" 
after the man In the Bible who was 
raised from the dead. 

The heart attack was Shaara's first. 
He was In his office on campus pre- 
paring to teach a class when he 
became ill. He was rushed to a 
Tallahassee hospital where his heart 
stopped beating. When a heart 
monitor was applied it showed that 
the heart was fibrillatlng, or 
"quivering". 

External heart massage was begun 
and electric shodc treatments and 
injections of drugs were given. For 
55 minutes the heartbeat was so 
impaired that the heart was func- 
tioning only by artificial means. 

Doctors rqMrtedly would have been 
justified In giving 19 at this point 
because of the danger of extensive 
brain damage but when there was 
almost no hope the heart began to 
beat by itself. 

Survival from this type of attack 
has always been rare, doctors said, 
but six months earlier Shaara's re- 
covery would have been even more

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To anyone unfamiliar with the machinations 
of the university it must seem contradictory 
that the students of a state university are com- 
pelled to include a bill of rights in their constitu- 
tion, and even more contradictory that the ad- 
ministration of that institution should oppose the 
inclusion. 

Such is the tradition of this southern school, 
though, that it is now necessary to pass this bill 
over the objections of some administrators before 
the University establishment will recognize that 
stadents are citizens and do have the rights of 
citizens even though they are attending a state 
school. 

As many recent court and university decisions 
have indicated (even as "close as the U of F), 
students do not give up all rights as citizens to 
gain the "rights" of an education. These dec- 
isions have clearly shown that the administration 
of a university can no longer regard the instit- 
tion as an autonomous and "sovereign" state 
and themselves as autocrats n^hose will and word is 
law. 

Under the old system of rule by whim, the stu-

i seemed as though the student courts were 
mere playthings to amuse the students, to make 

them believe they were able to govern themselves, 
while in truth the courts were administrative 
tools that were set up to yield the same kind of 
ustice the deans were so fond of. 
Because of this background of inequality in the 
oniversity, the students find it necessary now to 
reaffirm the civil rights that they have as 
citizens. Despite what some administrators seem 
to fear, the students who drew up this legislation do 
realize that what they are asserting means making 
lar-reaching changes in the present Judicial 
system, that it does mean a clear recognition of 
student responsibilities to assure the mainten- 
of these rights. 
The students who support the bill of rights 
ready to accept the responsibilities and are 
• mg to take on the extra work that the judi- 
cal changes require. They realize that the 
justices of the student courts will have to put 
niore work, that there will be a need for 
■ chanical' ' changes to accommodate testimony 
^rom members of the staff. 
This extra work will be welcomed because 
^ili mean that the rights of students to a fair 
^•al, to just dealing by the administration, will 
guaranteed and the danger of being sacri- 
ced for the "good of the university's image" 
'^e ended. 

This may not be the most expedient way of 
^ ^'"ig with student lawbreakers, oddballs, or 
^fti'^arrassing nonconformists, but then demo- 
J^y has always run a distant second to des- 
P^^'smmejqtedience. 
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'Student Bill Of Rights' Causing

Glendenlng maintained that the sup- 
porters of the bill see these actions 
as "definite violation of the rights 
of freedom of speech, and due pro- 
i cess of law."

"I am urging senate to sponsor 
an open forum or public hearing on 
the bill so that members of the 
Student body and the administration 
can meet and hash out the pros and 
cons of the bill of rights," Groot 
continued. 
"1 will further recommend to sen- 
ate that the bill In its final form 
be submitted to the entlxe student 
body in a special election," he 
added. 

a?oot said he feels that the bill 
could be too easily misunderstood 
and considered a "political gim- 
mick". He eaqnressed concern that 
the IMversity community might not 
realize the serious implicatldns or 
far-reaching effects a bill of rlj^ts 
carries. 

He further urged senate to seek 
legal advice to dtiminate any pos- 
sible loopholes In the action. 

He said he feels the bill could be 
correctly processed within the 
month and put toa success f ul ipeciai 
election. 

Of the bill Itself Groot said, "It 
deals with a main area we have long 
been advocating, but because of the 
major effect of the bill we can't 
waive rules and procedures to get 
it through quickly." 

P arris Glendening, a proponent of 
the bill, said he regrets Groot's 
decision. 

"Groot obviously has his reasons 
for this action. However, he has 
expressed complete support of the 
bill 'as it now stands'. 

"It is my opinion that the admin- 
istration has won round one but 
this Is clearly a lO-round fight. 

"TTie supporters of the student 
rights will not be deterred and ask 
the student body to support this bUl 
by joining in the debate and with 
their vote." 

The bin of rights was originally 
scheduled to be on today's spring 
election ballot for student approval 
but will now be considered as Sim- 
ply a Straw vote of opinion. 

The bill was introduced and passed 
by the Student Senate Wednesday by 
a vote of 35 to I with two absten- 
tions.

DENNIS CKEEFE 
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Controversy 



In a move calculated to keep the Student Senate on 
its toes—and incidently create a whirlwind inside the 
present tornado of controversy — Jim Groot, student 
hody president, has sent the student bill of rights 
back, unsigned, to the legislators. 

Groot, as he well realizes, has opened himself up 
to the criticism that he is allowing himself to be used 
as a puppet of the administration by torpedoing the bill 
of rights and getting the student body so involved in 
political infighting that the bill itself wUl die. 

However, this is not his intention. Furthermore, 
rather than killing the bill, the "stall" should strengthen 
the case for student rights by building a greater body 
of informed support. This. Groot said, is what he wants 
since he has always strongly advocated a bill of rights. 

The hurried passage of the bill has apparently re- 
sulted in some firey, though not always completely 
knowledgeable or profound, understanding of the bill 
of rights by those not directly concerned with the bill's 
passage. Should this fire be challenged by cold argu- 
ment from the administration or the Board <rf Regents 
it could very likely be dousedfrom want of well-informed 
conviction. 

Groot' s recommendation for an open forum discussion 
of the bill is not to compromise the rights but to make 

the need for such a bill so plain, and the rightness of it 
so obvious, that all students will be able to defend their 
support of it through forceful logic instead of ranting 
argument. 

The action Groot has taken should be viewed by no one. 
administrator or student, as casting doubt on the legit- 
imacy of rights. The need is great for this bill but the 
need for a broad, well-informed base of support is 
just as great.

With Student Senate's passage of the student bill of 
rights there has been an awakening on this campus that 
students are more than cattle to be processed into 
hamburger after a four-year curing period to be con- 
sumed by the hungry heads of the nation's industrial 
complex . 

This bill, which asserts the proposition that students 
are reasonable members of a democratic society entitled 
to the rights guaranteed by that society, and the earlier 
"Flambeau" effort to open up Faculty Senate msetings— 
a move designed to break down the communication 
barrier between faculty and students and thus get stu- 
dents more involved in their total education— are only 
part of a nation-wide "academic revolution" to put some 
life back into college campuses. 

Behind the "revolution" is the belief that a university 
education has to do with more than assimilation and 
regurgitation of facts and party-line opinions. The 
university should be the place where ideas are gener- 
ated—by both faculty and student—where the student 
hones his critical faculties, where budding intellectual 
curiosity is nurtured not pruned and where ths qaes- 
tioners of "authority" are guided, not rejected; all this 
in an atmosphere of free discussion. 

Because the so-called revolution has come so late to 
FSU and because a good many of the people involved in 
it will soon leave the University, there is some possibU- 
ity that the movement at FSU could slow down and return 
to its usual status as a constant underground rumble. 

This must not happen. 

Student leaders for the coming year have promised 
that they will keep student concern alive and lead it 
as a trust passed on from their predecessors. If a 
political promise was ever honored, this should be the 
one.

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Governor For 
Top Education 

To the Editon 

After having studied the text of 
Governor Bums' speech to the final 
session of the Governor's Confer- 
ence on Education, on February 25, 
1 find that 1 am impressed by the 
sincerity, the initiative, and by the 
scope of the Gtovemor's peroepaon 
of the educational system of Florida. 
It is of interest to note that this 
Is the first such conference to be 
called by a Governor of Florida. I 
further feel that this was the most 
productive of all conferences on 
education In Florida. 
Several very Important concepts 
espoused by the Ck)vemor were: 
"(1) The people of Florida are in- 
terested in education and are Willing 
to pay for educatlor,. (2) Money spent 
for education was not a cost or an 
expenditure but a wise Investment 
in the future of Florida. (3) Teachers 
must be compensated as fully as 
other professions. Governor Bums 
•-opes to see a minimum salary of 
^i5,000, for Florida Teachers - a 
sizeable increase over the substan- 
dard wages now paid to many Florida 
teachers. 
"(4) Teachers should not be 
assigned to administrative jobs; it 
is a serious wasteof valuable teach- 
ing talents to have instructors per- 
forming clerical tasks which could 
be performed cheaper by others, 
thus freeing teachers to teach. (5) 
Teachers' salaries should be 
capable of matching their worth. 
Many excellent classroom instruc- 
tors change to administrative posi- 
tions solely to increase their salar- 
ies. Many irr^laceable teachers 
are lost in this manner. (6) The 
Board of Regents, who are closer 
to die universities, should be the 
final level of authority, thus freeing 
the Cabinet to persue its primary 
functions." 

These are not direct quotes but are 
my perceptions of the Governor's 
statements to the Conference. How- 
ever, I think I have relayed the 
major part of Governor Bums' pro- 
posals without undue distortion.

After listening to Assoc. Dean of Students Jack 
Arnold speak to a quorumless senate—maybe some 
senators aren't interested in student rights— yester- 
day, it became clear that the basic differences be- 
tween Arnold and the proponents of the bill are far 
more profound than it was first thought. 

Whether or not these differences are just as serious 
for the entire administration is still an onen qiestion, 
since Arnold claimed to be speaking for himself only, 
not the administration. 

For the past week Arnold has been fielding questions 
and offering criticisms on the bill of rights as the 
assoc. dean of students. Now. when th? Stu lent Senate 
wants to know the basis for administrative dissatisfac- 
tion, Arnold turns into a private citizen who feels 
himself unqualified to speak for the administration. 
So sorry. 

Net result: The administration wins another one 
according to the Che Guevera handbook. Students still 
don't know what the real objections to the bill are. 
Another day is wasted, while working under a 10-day 
deadline. 

K Arnold were hedging (in what's getting to be typical 

administrative fashion when appearing on open foram?.), 
then possibly the meeting was not a total loss and maybe 
Arnold does reflect the administrative line despite his 
sanctimonious denials. 

Assuming this hypothesis, then, the real objection is 
this: the administration is against the bill of rights be- 
cause they believe that the students are asking them 
to give up some of their responsibilities and authority 
in running the university as they have been directed by 
the Board of Regents. 

Such is not the case. The proponents of the bill of 
rights, very simply, are delineating the rights that they 
have as citizens and reminding the administration that 
it does not have the despotic power to ignore these civil 
rights.

One of the great problems in deci- 
sion for the American culture has 
been deciding when it shall designate 
the citizen as being responsible for 

his own actions, or when he becomes 
an adult. We have a complex set of 
institutions which requires that 
there be a duly constituted number of 
years beyond which an individual is 
more responsible than he was be- 
fore. TTie problem is that one age is 
not always considered to be the point 
of maturity by every judging group. 
TTiere is the traditional dichotomy 
of being old enough to be able to 
go to war and die for yoiir country 
at age 17 or 18 while not being 
mature enough to make a "rational" 
choice as to who should be the 
civilian Commander-in-Chief until 
age 21, at which time it tnight make 
little difference. In New York, young 
people are mature enough to con- 
sume alcohol at age 18 while in 
Florida they are not mature enough 
until age 21. "Adult" movies aren't 
recommended for those under 16, but 
If you're under 12 there Is a reduced 
rate.

■^rtr-*^-:.-?? since becoming a co-educaUonal Institution in 1947, FSlTs athletic 
program haa jui^ied firom notiUng to one «rf the atrongeflt aU-nHind In 
the nation. 

This has not been done without hard work and dedication on the part of 
many people over the years, to say nothing of the thousands of athletes 
who have worn the Garnet and Gold during the past 19 years. 

Now however, the Seminoles are beginning to find themselves faced 
with problems that only time will be able to solve. Like the little bo> 
mentioned above. FSU has suddenly become too big for its own co- 
ordination and must now "tread water", so to speak. 

Each of FSU's eight varsity sports has become, in Irs relatively short 
life, a contender tor regional and/or national honors. 

A quick tour of the athletic dept. offices spotlights a definite reason 

for die problem money, or more appropriately, a severe lack of it. 

"Up to now our coadies have done a tremendous job with the various 
teams," reported Adiletic Director Vaughan Mancha, "not because they 
have been dw best paid or becauM diey have had die best facUides. but 
because we have been fbrtonate diat *ey are among die best trainers 
in the country. . . . 

"Widi their ability alone they have drawn dielrboys together and come 
up widi a reqiectable team, and sometimes 1 don't know how they have 
been able to do it." oontlnned Mancfaa.

"As much as we would like to, we 
just can't match every offer that is 
made to our coaches," sighed Man- 
cha. Even as he was being inter- 
viewed he was interrupted to see if 
he could not find a way to keep a 
third Seminole coadi fix)m leaving. 

"You can see for yourself what 
this problem is like," said Mancha. 
"Tlie better our teams get, the more 
our coaches are contacted." 

Keeping coaches isn't theQiUypro- 
.' lem involved with money. "Right 
now we're fighting to get these base- 
oall lights up," the adiletic direc- 
tor noted, "but as soon as that's 
done we'll turn to getting the new 
coliseum under way. 
^'Can^bell Stadium ^uld satisfy 
our needs for at least anodier five 
years, but our facilities here in 
Tully are as Inadequate as they can 
be." 

TUlly Gym was built in 1956 after 
the old "West Campus" gym liter- 
ally fell down around the basketball 
team. 'Hilly was designed as a phy- 
sical educs^on facility and was only 
meant to be a temporary headquar- 
ters for the Seminole cage team. 

For several years now the gym 
has proved to be entlreh ton small, 
especially in games with rivals like 
the L! of F and Miami. "There is 
no need to justify everything by gate 
receipts, although man\ people 
would like us to," said Mancha. 

"When we wanted to expand Camp- 
bell Stadium back in 1959, the first 
thing I was hit with was 'why do 
you want to make the stadium big- 
ger when you can't fill the Stands 
you have?' " 









Mancha' s answer was simple and 
to the point. "The bigger the stad- 
ium the bigger the teams you can 
get to play you, and the blg^gier aud- 
ience you will have." 

Many of the larger schools will 
not play a team unless they can be 
guaranteed so much in gate receipts 
in advance. The smaller the stad- 
ium or coliseum the smaller the 
guarantee has to be. 

When FSU finally got the addition 
to Campbell Stadium it was finally 
to play the U of F in Tallahassee 
and the check for gate receipts from 
that game was the biggest up to that 
time In the series. 

The same problem now faces the 
basketbidl team. 

"It doesn't even pay us to open 
the doors for a home game in Tully," 
said Head Basketball Coadi Bud 
Kennedy ."it costs us atleast$2,200 to 
play a home game and the most 
money we can take in is $2,100 and 
that is only If we sell all 700 gen- 
eral admission seats at one of the 
big games." 

At most, Tully Gym will seat 5,000 
people, and that's only possible if 
the fans are packed into the stands 
like sarxlines and spectators are 
allowed to stand at each end. 

The new coliseum proposed by the 
athletic dept. is a three-story af- 
fair that will seat 15,000 people. 

The coliseum will be not only for 
the basketball team but also for the 
location of the athletic offices. It 
will also have provision for a small 
athletic dorrn. 

Kennedy pointed to a cutaway model 
of the new facility that he keeps in 
his office and noted that the basket- 
ball floor will be portable so that 
in addition to the cage activity the 
coliseum will also be available for 
use by the football and baseball 
teams for practice in inclement , 
weather. It will also be large enough 
to house a complete Indoor track 
facility. 

"The coliseum won't only be for 
the athletic dept.'s use," added 
Mancha. "The circus will be able 
to set up its home show there; it 
will t)e equipped to present variety 
shows." 

The "going may not be too easy 
for acquisition of the new field 
house. The City of Tallahassee is 
reportedl) about to start construc- 
tion of a new auditorium and that will 
pTObably be suggested for use in 
deference to building the coliseum 
at this time. 

"We need the coliseum for more 
than a place to play," saidKennedy. 
"It will benefit the entire University 
athletic program. 

"Two years ago we were recruiting 
a boy and had him here on campus 
for a weekend. He really seemed in 
favor of choosing FSU when he left 
here, and we felt certain that we 
would sign him. Two weeks later 
he signed up with Georgia." 

Kennedy admitted he was a bit baf- 
fled by the boy's sudden change -of 
mind until he received a letter from 
him explaining that the young pros- 
pect was swayed by Georgia's new 
coliseum. 

"A big coliseum plays a large part 
in recruiting a boy," noted Kennedy, 
"and this example is by no means 
isolated." 

"Of course, a coliseum alone won't 
recruit a boy," he added, for re- 
cruiting is another of the big ail- 
ments facing the athletic dept.

Dr. Champion 



Unlike most incoming university presidents, Dr. 
John Champion is in the enviable position of having 
already established himself as a man who can do a 
lot for FSU. 

Through his work as vice president for administra- 
tive affairs under Dr. Gordon Blackwell and as the act- 
ting president of the University after Blackwell left, 
Champion has marked himself as that man who has 
what seems to be the prime quality needed in a univer- 
sity president — he's a supersalesman for his institution. 

Already Champion can claim responsibility for mak- 
ing a major change in the University complex by getting 
a law school for FSU. It was through Champion's per- 
sonal lobbying with the State legislators last summer 
that FSU will be better able to meet the educational 
needs of the State. 

Champion also had much to do with presenting to 
the Legislature budget requests that will result in a 
new fine arts building for the University. 

As important as these contributions are, though, 
they represent only one aspect of the university 
president's duties. The president of an educational in- 
stitution is more than the chairman of the board of a 
corporation concerning himself with profit, overhead, 
physical plant improvemsnts and product image. 

His first concern, contrary' to contemporary prac- 
tice, should not be with bricks and publicity but with 
the quality of the educational opportunities and at- 
mosphere of the institution. 

The president's chief responsibility should be to 
develop a spirit of free, lively academic inquiry for 
both faculty and students unhampered by nee dless res- 
trictions, restrictions that should be considered outside 
the n roper realm of concern for an academic institu- 
tion. In developing this spirit the administration should 
conduct itself as the defender and protector of the aca- 
demic community and the president should be the 
trusted associate of the faculty and student body. 

In the past year, possibly because of the confusion 
of moving into a new job. Champion and his subor- 
dinates have been a little lax in meeting this ideal. 
Too often concern for the University's image as a 
nice, safe southern school has taken precedence over 
genuine conceni for academic freedom. 
Let us hope, however, that at his inauguration tom- 
orrow. Champion will rededicate himself to the aca- 
demic ideal as a true scholar and will launch a new 
era at FSU: making this institution a community of 
scholars.

Senate Again 



Faculty Senate meets today as the senators have 
ordained— without "Flambeau" reporters, without 
"Flambeau" observers, without Student Government 
observers — in fact, without any students at all, no 
matter how politely they might have asked to sit in. 

The senate, in going one step beyond its former 
observer policy rather than liberalizing it. has declared 
that student observers of any kind will no longer be 
welcome. However, if a student has something to say 
which the senate deems important enough, that student 
will be allowed time to make a presentation — outside 
of this situation the Faculty Senate shall be considered 
hallowed ground for established scholars only. 

While this extreme action seems overly severe, at 
least it indicates that the faculty members of this 
University are human and capable of over-reacting 
emotionally when confronted with radical ideas that 
challenge an order they established. 

With this indication of the Faculty Senate's "human- 
ism", it might not be too rash to suppose that it will 
indulge in another very real human action~re- 
evaluation in the cool of retrospect of the actions it 
took in the heat of emotion. 

When this happens the senate will probably see that 
it has gone too far. has effectively cut itself off almost 
con?>letely from the student body and has increased 
the unfortunate distance between faculty and students 
that leads to alienation— a most undesirable thing for an 
institution of higher learning. 

At this point, hopefully, the Faculty Senate will offer 
its own compromise which will admit the existence of 
the student body and the need for keeping communication 
channels open to it, comm-mications that will allow an 
interchange of ideas, not just one-way pronouncements 
from above. 



Most students have beard of plans 
for an FSU foreign program, but 
few are aware of the far-r e a chin g 
significance of this idea.

Following a debate concemlss the 
role of graduate students at FSU, 
Student Senate passed Bill XLIV ap- 
pointing an undersecretaryfor grad- 
uate affairs at its regular meeting 
in the University Room, Union, yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The bill was defended by Sen. Skip 
Gunn. Graduate student Irv Broogh- 
ton spoke of the probtens unique 
to the graduate student, primarily 
scholastic matters, he said. Henoted 
the close relationship between the 
undergraduates and the graduate 
students. "The graduate students 
should be gi\en some means of ex- 
pression," Broughton said. 'This 
appointment would iielp to fill tlie 
void in cemmBntratt M i," he con- 
cluded. 

Three amendments to the Student 
Bill of Rights were presented by 
Sen. Bill Sizemore. The senators 
decided that they would not discuss 
them, but were reminded to be aware 
of their contents for the forum dis- 
cussion on the bill of rights which 
was later last night. 

One amendment relinquished 
greater responsibility to the admin- 
istration. 

It added a provisional clause to 
the declaration that "the Univer- 
sity shall not prosecute or punish 
for the same case any student whose 
case is processed in any way by 



local, state or federal courts" by 
adding, "unless the student con- 
dua was consciously designed to 
reflect on the students attoidtog 
the university." 

It was pointed out that if the amend- 
ment were passed, a member of the 
admlntotration would deteimine the 
Intention of the students' conduct. 



The amendment was questioned by 
Sen. Rick Fritz as denying the pur- 
pose of the bill of rights. 
The 1966-'67 student actlvltiei 
budget was presented by Undersec- 
retary of Finance Tim Redmer with 
the request that it be sent to com- 
mittee. The entire allocation is 
$680,205.74.

The Facts 



As usual in an election year, politicians are getting 

all the mileage they can out of promising improvements 
in the State's school system and in improving the qual- 
ity of the State's higher education. 

Too often, though, the confident promises are forgotten 
immediately after election day and'educators once again 
become objects of mistrust who must be kept in line 
through the punitive action of the Board of Education. 

Realizing this, educators tn,- to ingratiate themselves 
with the State's politicians by smUing a lot. telling them 
that their students are all little ladies and gentlemen 
with no opinions of their own and that they've just got 
to have that extra money or else Alabama will have a 
better school system. 

When the politicians find out that this candy-cane im- 
age of higher education in the State of Florida is not 
always accurate, that faculty and students of the univer- 
sity may have opinions — opinions decidedly contran,' to 
the traditional southern stance — the politicos are apt to 
scold higher education by cutting funds. 

It is at this point that the wounded saint-educator 
bellows "political interference" and slinlcs off to lament 
the sad plight of an idealistic scholar trapped in a close- 
minded climate. 

Disturbing as it might be to these sanguine Socrates, 
at least one member of the administration has been so 
bold as to suggest that the wounds were self-inflicted. 

According to this man's theory, political interference 
is more a result of "loss of innocence" than vindic- 
tiveness. Because the politicians have been kept deliber- 
ately ignorant of the true university picture by college 
administrators begging for money, the politicos are 
forced to chastize the administrators for not maintaining 
the status quo which they promised. 

The way to right this situation is not to hide what's 
actually going on in today's university, according to this 
theorist, but to show the university for the alive, ques- 
tionii^ community that it is, and further to show why 
suoh a commiinity is good. 

Once the people are aware of the real university 
picture and what it can mean for the improvement of 
the State, according to this theory, then the people and 
politicians will accept and support t^e university ideal 
and end "political interference". 

While this theory is based on the radical notion that 
the people will make the right decisions if they know 
the facts, it would seem worthwhile to take a chance and 
try it out. 




Need Comprehensive ^Bill Of Righ 



To the Editor: 

The current interest in a student 
Bill of Rights is, I think, most com- 
mendable. Such a statement provides 
the administration with a good Indi- 
cation of how students expect to be 
treated. As for the students, it is 
consoling to know that cenain rights 
will be guaranteed them in their 
associations with each (jther, and 
with both faculty and administration. 

The Bill of Rights which was re- 
cently whipped through Student Sen- 
ate encourages me to make several 
observations and comments. 

First, if the student body is to have 
a Bill of Rights, it should have a 
good one — one which is compre- 
hensive and which recognizes tliat 
the University community in which 
It Is being applied is a uni(|tte com- 
munity. The students deserve a Bill 
of Rights with 8 sensible, appeallqg 
rationale written Into It — a rationale 
designed to appeal to the reason of 
all those reading the document. Ex- 
cellent models of such declarations 
of student rights have been devel- 
oped by the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union, the National Student 
Assn. and the .American Assn. of 
University Professors. These de- 
clarations are quite comprehensive 
and include a logical explanation of 
why their declared rights are essen- 
tial to a democratic educational 
communtty. 

The Bill of Rights now before the 
FSU student hudy is neither compre- 
hensive nor does it embody a ra- 
tionaleofany type. Rather, it sounds 
like a list of gripes a kid would have 
against the bully -'n his block. 

Secondly, the legality of the bill 
can be seriously questioned. Does 
the Student Senate (or the student 
body) have the commensurate au- 
thority to legislate administrative 
procedure? (See .Vrtlcle III of the 
blU In question.) If a student or 
group of students decided to bring 
suit against the bill in Honor Court, 
they would have excellent grounds 
for getting the bill ruled unconstit- 
utional. There Is one catch, however. 
Where might this campus find tlie 
student who has the valor to ceslst 
the high pressure tactics of the avid 
stqiporters of the bill; for they are 



most certain to condemn him for 
being oi^sed to "motherhood, bro- 
therhood, the general welfare of tlie 
community," (and their glorious 
Bill of Rights)? If the Honor Court 
does not rule the bUl unconstitu- 
tional, it will probably le met with 
a veto by the administration unless 
the senate improves It substantially. 

Finally, the attitude of certain self- 
app. inted "saviors of op- 
pressed students" toward student- 
administrative relations is very dis- 
turbing. They seem to presuppose 
that the administration is composed 
of "bad guys" wh ■ spend all of 
their time trying to figure out ways 
to give students "raw deals". What 
is more disturbing is the fact that 
by using unsubstantiated rumors 
they are spreading this attitude to 
other student groups tbrougliout the 
campus. Well, It may come as a 
sho<dt to many students, but the ad- 
ministration Is In general agree- 
ment with virtually every item hi 
die BUI of Rights. (If you don't 
believe me, their office doors are 
open.) The dtBmreatxB would have 
been simple to iron out had the blU's 
authors taken the time to communi- 
cate with the adminlstratl'in or per- 
haps even if they had included among 
their own ranks someone whu had a 
grasp of and appreclatlun for some 
of the philosophy and objectives on 
which our educational system has 
been built. For example, one clause 
which is certainly open to objection 
is the one whic h places certain res- 
trictions n the auth rlty of uni- 
versity officials to call in a student 
for counseling. Now counseling is 
an Integral pan of the educational 
process as all educati rs and a lot 
of students know. The adnUnlstra- 
tion, I feel, would agree with the 
spirit behind this clause as stated 
since It may actually place restric- 
tions on the educational process it- 
self. I would argue personally that 
the clause as presently stated would 
even be a disservice to the student 
body. 

In summary, I reiterate my basic 
arguments against the current Stu- 
dent Bill of Rights. First, the stu- 
dent body deserves a BlU of Rights 
which has tieen more tiiorouglily 



thought out. Secondly, the leg; 
of the blU is seriously cues: 
able. And flnaUy, the atmosp 
which some of the bill's suppon 
have generated by not rrs 
attempt to communicate with iv 
cDtt's educators is basically 
healthy to any educati. nal corr.: 
ity. Their attitude is especially 
when there are str-jng indica; 
that there is gene.'-al sgreer 
between the fet lings ' f '.htde 
and the demands <if the g.-.u

A new $1,874,000 physics research 
building matching the increasing 
capabilities of FSU's fast-growing 
physics dept. will be dedicated Sat- 
urday In honor of the late J. Velma 
Keen. 

The ceremony will be at 2 p.m. at 
the buildli^'s first floor plaza with 
Miami attorney Herbert S. Sawyer 
as the speaker. The public is Invited. 

Keen was a Tallahassee attorney 
who was chairman of the Florida 
Nuclear Development Commission 
from 1955 to 1%1. 

In this cqiacity, he was one of those 
primarily responsible for getting a 
legislative appropriation In 1957 to 
provide capital facilities needed for 
an expanded program of nuclear re- 
search. 

In 1959 FSU awarded him an hon- 
orary LLD degree in recognition of 
his contributions to education. He 
died in 1963. 

Sawyer, the dedication speaker, 
was a close personal friend of Keen 
and has practiced law in Miami since 
1930. Active in civic and cultural 
activities. Sawyer also serves as 
a director of the Southern Scliol- 
arship and Research Foundation. 

Presiding at the program will be 
FSU President John E, Champion. 
The presentation of the building will 
be made by a representative of the 
State Board of Education and Wood- 
row J. Garden of Tttusvllle, member 



of the Florida Board of Regents, 
will accept tlie building for that 

group. 

Following Sawyer's address, Mrs. 
Keen will speak. Dr. Earle K, Ply- 
ler, chairman of rtu FSU physics 
dept., will comment on the new 
structure. The Invocation and bene- 
diction will be given by the Rev. 
George Foster of die Trinity M«llo- 
dist Church. 

A reception and tour of the building 
will complete the program. 

Visitors to the J. VelmaKeenBldg. 
will get a first hand look at one of 
the nation's newest physics research 
facilities. Soaring eight stories 
aiMve FSU's science center, tlie 
structure was completed in 1965. It 
is connected on two floors by a 
covered wallcway to the four-stqry 
Nuclear Research Bldg. 

Hie new structure will be used 
primarily for research and graduate 
training. New research programs 
in infrared spectrosc<^, nuclear 
magnetic resonance, elKtron spin 
resonance and studies (d thin flbns 
and sulistructures are now underway 
in tlie building. 

The addition makes it possible for 
the physics dept. to now offer new 
PhD programs in addition to the 
existing programs in low energy 
nuclear fbysica, b^b energy nu- 
clear physics and tlieoretical phy- 
sics.

Semlnoles' Quarterback Problem 
Still 'Up In Air' After Scrimmage

After two full weeks of sprLig foot- 
ball drills the fighting Semlnoles 
are still without a starting quarter- 
back, although the four prospects 
who remain the strongest contenders 
are Kim Hammond, BUI Capple- 
man, Gary Pajclc andMarr>' Kolaus. 
Saturday afternoon Head Coach BiU 
Peterson had his first extended 
scrimmage In which he sent a white 
team generaled by Hammond and 
Cappleman against a blue team com- 
manded by Pajcic andKolbus— "the 
best against the best", Ptferson 
said. 

The white team won two touchdowns 
to one as three of the quarterbacks 
scored one touchdown each.

Cappleman set up his scoring sit- 
uation on a 31 -yard pass to eod 
Chip Glass and a couple of plays 
later scampered four yards to the 
goal for the tally.

A scientist from Sweden, for In- 
stance, Dr. Yngve Zotterman of the 
Physiological Laboratory of the 
Karolinska Institute, Stockholm, wUl 
report on unique research he has 
done with the human tongue.

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Obstacles 



Although we must recognize and commend certain 
changes of attitude in the Dean of Student's Office, we 
frequently wonder if this off ice is aware of the obstacles 
which prevent its more enlightened policies from being 
effective. 

For instance., several days ago a certain lower func- 
tionary in the administrative hierarchy threated to put 
an entire off-campus residence on what was vaguely 
understood to be "judicial probation" simply because 
a student officer in that residence had not turned in 
her list of "late minutes". 

When, in the course of handing in this list, the student 
asked her to clarify what she meant Ity "judicial proba- 
tion", the reply was to the effect that "the girl who 
answered the phone misunderstood ms, I said restric- 
tions". 

When questioned further about what right she had to 
do this and what procedure she would follow, the official 
refused to give any more information, saying "you only 
want to argue". 

Here the point is that not only did she have no right 
to make this threat, she had no procedural means of 
carrying it out. Thus the incident assumes a greater 
importance. It shows that this official was jierfectly 
willing to dispense with any sort of due process proce- 
dure in favor of discipline by dictate — a thing which 
happens all too often. 

It should be obvious from this that in spite of the 
good intentions of the Dean of Student's Office, when 
matters reach the petty bureaucrat level the actual 
administration of policy becomes increasingly more 
oppressive. 

We hope that the dean will recognize this problem 
and take the necessary steps to insure that the method 
of administration will become consistent with the newer 
philosophy.

Rights Ignorance j^m^ Australian Corpor 



The reason for the inability of proponents of student 
civil rights to drum up wide-spread student interest 
was at least partially revealed throi^h a timely story 
in the current issue of "Saturday Review" on "Teach- 
ing Civil Rights In California". 

According to the article by J. Wilson McKenney, 
the editor of the "California Teachers Assn. Journal", 
most students--in his case high school students — do not 
become concerned about abridgements of civil rights 
because they have a very limited understanding of the 
practical application of civil rights. 

"One out of four US high school seniors believes 
that 'the government should prohibit some people from 
making public speeches'. Sixty-three percent of these 
graduating teenagers would not allow Com-nunists to 
speak on the- radio in peacetime, and 42 percent agree 
that the police or the FBI may sometimes be right in 
giving a man 'the third degree' in order to make him 
talk. 

"These are the findings of H. H. Remmers and his 
associates at the Purdue University Division of Edu- 
cational Reference. Since 1951 they have tested re- 
peatedly the attitudes of young US citizens, and have 
concluded that these young people display an appalling 
lack of comprehension of the content and meaning of 
the Bill of Rights. 

"But failure to understand that liberty is indivisible 
is far more widespread. Many Americans who recently 
tested their own elementary knowledge of the Bill of 
Rights by participating in the Columbia Broadcasting 
System's National Citizenship Test', demonstrated that 
ignorance is not limited to the young. The evidence 
indicates clearly that Americans are fervently attached 
to the concept of freedom — in many wars they have 
fought bravely in its defense. Yet. too often, their under- 
standing of the practice of freedom has been as super- 
ficial as the wartime slogans for which they fought. 
Young and old they are largely ignorant of the basic 
charter of their freedom and, in practice, are often 
oblivious to — even approving of — its violation in spec- 
ific, emotion-laden instances," said M?Kenny. 

Even closer to the problem at FSU of getting support 
for the Student Bill of Rights is the case reported in 
the "Saturday Review" article of a California teacher 
who. as a teaching technique, circulated a petition for 
student support that contained a rewording of the Bill 
of Rights. 

"He wrote at the top of the sheet, 'We, the under- 
signed, urge that the following points of personal lib- 
erty be considered legal and binding upon the govern- 
ment of the United States of America. If necessary, 
they should be added to the Constitution in the form 
of Amendments.' He then listed seven brief state- 
ments which, with minor word changes, accurately 
identified seven provisions in the Bill of Rights. 

"Few of his students volunteered to sign the paper, 
and even fewer recognized that the petition had been 
drawn from the Constitution. He then asked his stu- 
dents to offer petitions to a few neighbors and rela- 
tives. Only one-fourth of the adults recc^nized the 
source of wording." 

With this kind of ignorance throughout the country 
it is little wonder that a student bill of rights has 
difficulty in finding support. 

One of the consequences of this ignorance, though, 
is even more chilling than the ignorance itself: that 
is, the case of an educator using this lack of support 
as a criticism of the importance of a bill of rights. 
Rather than mocking the suiq>orters of student civil 
rights for their sparse following, he should recog- 
nize the intrinsic value of the bill and shudder at the 
thought of so few people realizing its importance, a 
situation for which he, as an educator, ispartiaUy res- 
ible.

Dickson Named 
To Law Faculty 

David Dickson a graduate of Yale 
Law School, has b«en named an 
assistant professor of FSU's new 
College of Law, scheduled to open 
In the fall. 

In announcing the appointment, FSU 
law school dean Mason Ladd said 
Dickson will receive his PhD in 
government from FSU this year and 
wUl teach constitutional law, the 
law of property and assist in the 
subject of legal method.

Whitewash 



While undoubtedly trying to clean up the univer- 
sity image in the layman's eye — which is something 
the university could use from the press — in its Mon- 
day editorial, the "St. Petersbursr Times" may have 
gone too far with its whitewashing in saying that the 
**American college students today are pretty much 
like they were when 12 percent of their mothers 
and fathers were complaining about the foo.d in the 
university cafeteria." 

In its attempt to make the college student of today 
more palatable to the hyper-suspicious southern com- 
munity, the "Times" may have overlooked the signi- 
ficance of the current forms of conflict in which the 
university student is now engaged. 

In listing the present areas of student unrest — desire 
for a role in university policy-making, and complaints 
about housing regulations — the "Times" seems to 
think that these are internal problems which the laymen 
need not bother about. 

This, as some southern university administrators 
are coming to realize, is an unfortunate policy that 
could lull the non-academic world into a sleepy com- 
placency only to be violently rocked when the univer- 
sity, especially in the South, makes a sharp break with 
its past — a break for which the general public will bs 
unprepared. 

The new student unrest is aimed at very fundamentally 
changing the direction and philosophy of the American 
university from a finishing-school-trade-school- 
diploma-mill to an intellectual fountainhead where 
scholars (from novice to sage) come to refresh them- 
selves and indulge their thirst for knowledge through 
free discussion and inquiry'. 

As this change gradually comes about, the non- 
academic world m;ust be made aware of its existence 
and meaning, not kept in sugary ignorance, else the 
public reaction could be just as negative to this break 
from tradition as it was to the Berkeley protest.

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Solution Offered For Chimes 



To the Edlton 

After reading Bruce Nevln's letter 
concerning die obnoxious church 
chimes, I feel that I must present a 
solution.

Let me, then, make this modest 
proposal to Mr. Nevin. Get your- 
self the biggest, most powerful loud- 
speaker system you can find and pla\ 
the most obnoxious music \ou can 
find whenever the churches serenade 
the citizens. Nacuralh , this will dis- 
turb the aforementioned citizens, 
but so as to be justified in asking 
you to cease and desist, the citi- 
zens of Tallahassee must also ask 
the churches to do likewise. After 
all. If the churches have the right 
to serenade Tallahassee with sounds 
of sweet chimes, does not Mr. Nevin 
also have the right to serenade Tal- 
lahassee with the lilting melodies 
and romantic lyrics of. say the 
Beatles? 

But let us be realistic and exa- 
mine the results should Mr. Nevin 
take my advice. I would bet that 
Mr. Nevln would be told none too 
{x>litely by the minions of the law 
to oease and desist immediately. I 
would also bet tliat the dnirches 
would not receive a like message, 
but would be allowed to go their 



merry way rending the air with the 
joyful sounds of bells tolling, "Glot^ 
to God, and to hell with anyone who 
doesn't like itl" What this, in ef- 
fea, means is that religion is given 
preferential treatment from govern- 
ment — a situation plainly forbidden 
by the Supreme Court. The last sen- 
tence is for the benefit of Shelly 
Hcrnbuckle who couldn't see the an- 
alogy between chimes and prayers. 

Remember, in this country laws are 
(or should be) administered equally 
and fairly to all concerned. This, 
citizens, means that no person or 
persons can be justly prevented from 
exercising a right enjoyed by an- 
other person or persons. So, all 
of ye who would ^lickly call the 
police to protest, should Mr. Nevln 
take my advice, are really saying, 
"i have the right to disturb you who 
are In the mliwrity because 1 am in 
the majority, but you who are in 
the minority have no right to dis- 
turb me." Well, friends and neigh- 
bors, there is no m(»td Justification 
for such a stand. 

As for a realistic solution, let me 
suggest a compromise. The 
churches should confine dieir 
chimes to Sunday morning and a half 
hour or so in tbelste sftiemaon for 
vespers. 

I have one more point to make 
and that is in regard to the amazing 
logic of Mr. Hornbuckle. What he 
is really arguing when he suggests 
that Mr. Nevtn take a trip to Rus- 
sia is: 

Communists are atheists and 
therefore criticize religion.

Going beyond the superficial capsulization of the 
attorney general's ruling, though, it becomes apparent 
that he really has added nothing new to the over-all 
picture on students ri^ts, although he did present 
insight into one particular section of the bill. 

In effect, Attorney General Earl Faircloth was asked 
two questions, one on the legality of a certain section of 
the bill — concerning "double jeopardy" — and the other 
on the legality of the students' taking action to pass a 

bill of rights on their own which would supercede the studmrfo'rTDemoV^^^^ teiTs of' tte admiiiistrado^^^^^ 

authority of the University administration and the Board 

of Regents. 

That this second question had to be asked of the attor- 
ney general shows that the questioner. Board of Regents 
business manager, W. G. Hendricks, does not understand 
what the student position really is on the bill, and 
furthermore he is probably not familiar with the internal 
interaction between the official representatives of the 
student body (Student Government) and the administra- 
tion. 

It was not, and has never been, the intention of 
Student Government and the proponents of the bill of 

rights to usurp the authority of the administration, but 
only to work within the structure that the administra- 
tion has sanctioned for the formulation of a student 
consensus. 

Once this consensus has been reached in the form 
of senate legislation and "constitutional amendments" 
it is submitted to the administration as student su^es- 
tions for regulations that would facilitate the smooth 
working of the University. 

Naturally the student suggestions have no legal bind- 
ing on the administration, but University presidents 
have found that it is usually wise to be attentive to 
student wishes. 

Faircloth' s ruling on the lack of legality of student 
action only reaffirms this position and should have no 
affect on the bill of rights' status as another important

Faculty evaluation forms will be 
distributed beginning today to stu- 
dents of classes numbeiing more 
than 10. 

The questions were compiled ;by a 

faculty-student committee with Dr. 
Charles Grigg as faculty chairman 
and Dave Giordano as student chair- 
man. The committee was organized 
under the auspices of FSU President 
! Champion by a recommendation 
of StudentBody President JimGroot. 
It is comprised of three faculty 
members and two students. 

.According to Giordano, the results 
of the questionnaire will be published 
in pamphlet form. He said that re- 
sults of all the 18 questions will 
not be released. Four are strictly 
designed for research purposes. Of 
the 14 questions which are pertinent 
for publication, eight will be circu- 
lated, Glordanoclted financial limi- 
tations as the reason for an incom- 
plete publication. 

The evaluation form has been ex- 
panded over last year's by the addi- 
tion of eight questions. Certain 
points have been clarified, such as 
the division between testing and 
grading, said Giordano. 

"The primary reasonfor the evalu- 
ation," said Giordano, "is to help 
the teacher realize how he might 
improve his presentation.

'The student will benefit in 
registration by seeking professors 
who will best suit his needs," con- 
tinued Giordano. 

The decision to evaluate only 

classes with more than 10 students 
was made in order to receive a 

representative impression, Gior- 
dano continued. 

The committee expects to release 
the results to the students before 
registration In September. The fac- 
ulty will receive the complete out- 
come in May, If possible, Giordano 
said. 

Last year the results were only 
made available to the faculty. Gior- 
dano noted the progress indicated 
by the promised student publication. 
He also emphasized that each year 
would be Increasingly more impor- 
tant when comparisons could be 
Considered. 

Each faculty member has the pre- 
rogative not to be evaluated," said 
Giordano, "but the cooperation has 
been very good. I hope that the facul- 
ty members have and will take the 
evaluation In the correct light. We 
realize that In some cases they are 
being put on the spot," he said. 

On each question, the Instructor 
will be rated superior, good, aver- 
age, poor or lacking. His Interest 
in the subject, stimulation of curi- 
osity and planning of the course will 
also be graded. Giordano admitted 
that these required subjectivity on 
the student's part but said that he 
hoped each student would be honest 
and fair In his evaluation. 

Other questions will estimate the 
requirements of the course, hours 
of outside preparation and type and 
manner of presentation. 

The students will be asked to deter- 
mine the instructor's interest in his 
students, his willingness to help and 
his recogniti'-n of his own limita- 
tions. 

The fairness of the tests andgrad- 
Ing methods from the student's point 
of view will also be noted. Following 
this is the student's approximation 
of the expected grade to be received. 
Giordano said the committee would 
attempt to draw conclusions from the 
overall results. 



Dr. Dittmer Appoints All-Faculty 
Committee On Quarter Problems 



Pr. Karl Dittmer, FSU's vice pres- 
ident of academic affairs, announced 
at a recent meeting of Faculty Sen- 
ate that a new committee on Quarter 
Calendar and Scheduling has been 
app>ointed. 

Dittmer said thecommlltee is com- 
posed of a dean or an associate 
dean from each college or school 
plus Dr. Odell Walby, Dr. Seymour 
Hess and Dr. William Wharton. 

Dittmer said, "It will be necessary 
to offer four terms of relatively 
equal length and the calendar must 
provide for year-round operation. In 
general it Is anticipated that quar- 
ters will consist of 10 weeks of 
class contact (exclusive of registra- 
tion, orientation, holidays and exam- 
inations)." 

Dittmer continued, 'The Commit- 
tee on Quarter Calendar and Sched- 
uling recommended that the quarter 
system scheduling norm should be 
as follows: 

"All class periods are to lie of equal 
length, probably 50 minutes (present 
85-mlnute periods would be abol- 
ished); the norm Is to be the three- 



class meeting, Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday courses. 
"General exceptions (properly justi- 
fied) to this norm are the 'ine, two, 
or four-class meeting courses which 
will meet on Tuesday, Thursday and 
the five-class meeting courses 
meeting Monday, Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Friday.' 

In addition, three-hour courses 
would be accomodated on 1 uesdays 
and Thursdays by having one 50- 
niinute meeting on one of these days 
and two 50-niinute classes on the 
other. Under certain circumstances 
a three-hour course might meet for 
one 50-mlnute period on both days, 
Dittmer explained. 

Dittmer further stated that the aca- 
demic year will consist of three 
quarters with one quarter hour equal 
to two-thirds of a semester hour of 
credit. Students will be admitted 
each quarter and the Council of 
Academic Vice Presidents will con- 
sider the recommendations of the 
University committees and hope to 
develop specific guide lines within 
tiie next few weeks.

Students Support Controversial Issue 



The Student BUI of Rights, to be 
voted on by the student body In 
tomorrow's special election, has the 
backing of student leaders throi;«h- 
out all phases of student life. 

Basically, contended most of the 
leaders Interviewed, the bill states 
students rights with which all US 
citizens are endowed. 

Tony Skiff, one of the original pro- 
ponents of the rights movement, 
claimed it Is disgrace that rights 
which have existed in the US for 
175 years are considered too radi- 
cal to apply to students. 

Student Body President-elect and 
present Vice President Larry Gon- 
zalez stated that the biU would guar- 
antee certain rights which all US 
citizens have, although, he added, 
"this is not saying that we don't 
already receive them' . 

He also called on the student body 
to adopt a leading role among col- 
leges in ratifying a piece of legis- 
lation so significant. 

He stressed that tiie Student Sen- 
ate Is "asking' the administration 
t i reognl/e the listed rights. "No 
bUi enacted by Student Senate has 
f ,rce or effect as law," he ex- 

''•Tannibeau' Editor Erik CoUins 
agreed, commenting, "Students are 
not demandli^ to dictate University 



policy but suggesting that the admin- 
istration adopt as standard pro- 
cedure those rights which the blU 
states." 

"Legality is a nebulous issue," 
Collins continued, "as Student Gov- 
ernment itself can be termed not 
legal." 

He argued, "The rights asked for 
are reasonable requests" and 
pointed out that we are dealing with 
educators, not "moral policy 
dictators". 

In addition, noted Jim Gro' it, stu- 
dent body president, the bill wlU 
establish a framework for the tran- 
sitory Student Government as well as 
guidelines for long-term rela- 
tionships between students and ad- 
ministrators. 

He continued, "The bUl Is not a 
rebellion but a sincere attempt to 
establish students as US citizens 
with the rights of US citizens. 

"I spoke with State Attorney Gen- 
eral Earl Falrcloth's office andfeel 
that their Interpretation of thebUl's 
nature was misunderstood," he said, 
clarifying the issue of legality. 

Sen. Rick Fritz acknowledged that 
the biU is presently in incomplete 
form, not comprehensive enoughfor 
an entire university and basically 
covers some grievances of cenair. 
sects. However, he said, "it is im- 



possible to produce a perfect pro- 
duct on the first try. 
"This bill Is a good starting point," 
he added. 

Sen. George Noga, a sponsor of 
the original bill, comended that the 
sometimes controversial amend- 
ments strengthen the final diraft d 
the bUl. "It now stands a better 
chance of passage," he stated. 

"The amendments offer less am- 
biguity to several points and tiiereby 
strengthen the total legislation," 
he noted. 

Skiff pointed out that !n the past 
the administration has sacrificed 
student rights to satiate the public 
image and that a bUl of rights added 
to the Student Body Constitution 
would set down a concrete format 
for future administrative pro- 
ceedings. 

"Flambeau" News Editor Dave 
Nelsen predicted that If the student 
bodv Droduces a substantial show in 
favor of the bill, the administration 
will take positive action toward it. 

"However, the vital factor now 
Is a favorable student vote," Nel- 
sen said. 

Skiff supported the bUl's guar- 
antee of due process, saying, "Stu- 
dents don't realize the need for 
such legislation untU they are dir- 
ectly Involved.'

The article Johnson referred to ("Americans \\ill 
Repudiate Atrocities") was in no way expressing the 
position of the "Flambeau", rather it was a column 
submitted by the Vietnam Study Group as a repres- 
entation of its views on the war in Vietnam. Both the 
article from the "Militant" which was reprinted and 
the introduction were supplied by the Vietnam Study 
Group. 

When the "Flambeau" wishes to present a point of 
view it confines its efforts to the extreme left-hand two 
columns of the editorial page usually marked"Flambeau 
Editorials" and an occasional clearly-designated EDI- 
TOR'S NOTE. 

This policy is consistent with our belief that, as a 
student-financed newspaper, we have a responsibility 
to maintain an open forum for all varieties of student 
opinion, the only limitation being that the material 
submitted must not be libelous or in bad taste. 

This means that we will print, and have printed,stu- 
dent opinions— both in letters and columns — that reflect 
the full Spectrum of student ideas from neo-fascism 
to communism, from Victorian piety to free love. 

Furthermore, we base this policy in the firm belief 
that only through a free, open, democratic discussion 
will anythii^ approaching "truth" be foimd for social 
situaJtions.

Zerbe Works Praised By Critics 



FSU's Karl Zerbe is drawing criti- 
cal acclaim for current exhibitions 
of his paintings in Boston. Chicago 
and Tampa. 

In Boston his one-man show is being 
exhibited at the Mlrskl Gallery 
simultaneously with an exhibition by 
his former student, Steve Trefo- 
nides, at the Shore Galleries. 

"Boston Sunday Globe" writer Ed- 
gar J. Driscoll, Jr., praised Zerbe 
for his refusal to "tread water". 
He contiraied: 

"While college Is very much 'In' 
these days, seldom will you see It 
used with such expertise. Paint and 
tissue, glided leaves, dried grasses, 
etc., are so beautifully integrated 
that you'll have a hard time telling 
which is which. Indeed. Zerbe may 
be said to paint with his cutouts, 
bending them to his will rather than 
accomodating to them." 

The 63-year-old artist who is 
represented in more tlian 50 US 
museums, beaded the dept. (rf paint- 



ing at the Boston Museum School 
for two decades. Trefonides gradu- 
ated from the school the same year 
(1954) that Zerbe joined the faculty 

at FSU. 

Writing in the 'KJhicago Sun- 
Tlmes", Harold Haydon. who 

teaches art history at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, described Zerbe's 
exhibition of angelic figures at the 
Kovler Gallery as "one not to be 
missed". 

Hans juergensen of the humanities 
dept. at USE wrote the following 
for the "Tampa Times": 

"Zerbe's mixed media collages, 
shown at the USF Theater lobby, 
are a panorama of the artist's pro- 
tean vision of life. Most of them are 
based upon shapes dictated by vari- 
ous kinds of leaves which make up 
the central designs. 

"These are then supplemented by 
backgrounds that add symbolic sig- 
nificance. Red discs and cross 
abapen appear again and again. "

At 
present, when a student's case is !>efore the courts, 
the university ai.imini^tration can suspend or exijt'l 
the student regardless (j! the outconie of the cnur;

to the university," 

It doesn't seem to matter whether or not the court 
finds the student innocent. 

It is time, we think, for our own Student Government 
to draw up a student bill of rights and request from 
the UF Administration a clearly-defined code of be- 
havoir for students. (And don't tell us that ridiculous 
Student Handbook and the even more absurd 1949 
"Miller Memo.") 

Of course, we can't expect much action of any kind 
until Student Body President Buddy Jacobs quits 
being so goshawful afraid of controversy.

Freedom Of Press Difficult To 



The column by Malcolm Johnson

Society Has Not Satisfactorily Defined Adulthood 



To the Editor: 

Anent Lew Howell's column "Age- 
Old Question of Responsible Age 
Settled" In the March 11 Flambeau, 
the annexed clipping from ihe Jack- 
sonville Florida Times Union of the 
same date may be of interest. 

Both deal with the same point; 
society has not yei satisfactorily de- 
fined a point of delineation between 
childhood and adulthood. Specifi- 
cally, universities, including this 
one, seem unable to decide whether 
undergraduates are children or 
adults. While their position vacU- 
lates from day t ^ day If not moment 
to moment, the general c nsensus 
seems to be that they are children 
and we wish tbey would set like 
adults. 

My personal solution to this prob- 
lem would involve an effort to get 



state and national laws changed to 
recognize the attainment of adult- 
hood on the completion of a satis- 

fsct r^' :wo years of military ser- 
vice f', Ik wing graduation from high 
school. This obligation would be the 
universal for both sexes except for 
certain hopeless dripples and those 
of extremely low mentality that 
would require institutionalization. 
As a part of this military experi- 
ence appropriate "rites de passage" 
could be arranged. Upon attainment 
of adult status would come all of the 
privileges normally associated 
therewith including voting, drinking, 
unrestricted driving privileges, 
freedom in sexual activity and the 
concomitant obligation to be treated 
as an adult In criminal court rather 
than juvenile court. Most people 
would meet their military obl^atlon 
between high school and college and 



thus, most college students would be 
considered adults and given all of 
the freedoms of adults. Those who 
chose to defer their military servl« 
could remain under strict regulation 
as children until they proved to 
society tliat they were grown up. 
I'm certain that these suggestions 
will not find universal favor, but 



hope that they will direct some 
attention to the problem. Cenalnly 
the privileges and responsibilities 
of adulthood should not be condi- 
tioned merely upon a chronological 
^e. Some people are quite grown 
up at 20 and others are app al l ingly 
Immature at 40.

Thron^out history, boys have al- 
ways had a great need to prove that 
they possesa the virtues of courage, 
endurance and skill. And, until mod- 
em times, societies have always pro- 
vided the opportunities lor this. 

The 20th century rise In juvenile de- 
linquency is, of course, the result of 
many factors. One of the most Impor- 
tant, I am convinced. Is the lack of op- 
portnnlly for boys to prove their prow- 
ess without getting Into trouble. 

As we become more and more urban- 
ised and technological, as the frontier 
disappears, as the challenge of nature 
becomes subdued, as density of popu- 
lation and congestion of traffic In- 
ereaae— more and more boys are less 
and less able to find suitable activities 
for challenging their physical apti- 
tudes. This Is one reason, by the way, 
that organised q^orts have become so 
overempbastad In oor ttane. 

Adolescent b(grs la the big cities find 
It hicreaslngly <UfflenIt to grow up in 
Uie tradltiOBal faaUon. U they are 
▼entoresome, they get into trouble; if 
tliey are aggressive, there are no prop- 
er objects around to vent their ag- 
gressiveness on, except each other. In 
tight litUe gangs. And, most of aU, the 
Und of men they used to model them- 
selves 0B-4he skillful hunter and trap- 
per— liave aU but Tanlshed today. 

nielr models, therefore, become 
professional athletes or entertainers or 
erimhial»-(or these are the only three 
kinds of peqile Is modem society who 



seem to live outside the established 
rules, who can get away with forms of 
conduct denied to men in aum con- 
ventional occupations. 

In primitive societies, the leaders 
were wise enough to know the value of 
the "rites de passage"— the ritual by 
which a young man proved his emer- 
gence into manhood. He was forced 
to fast, to po into siiiitude, to paddle 
through rapids, to engage in tourneys 
of strength and .skill and stamina. AU 
this was done with community approv- 
al, and witoottt really InBiiag anylMdy 
else. 

Modem society has taken this away 
and provided no equivalent to drain 
off the highly-charged kinetic energies 
ol boys. So they invent their own 
games— playing "chicken" In autos is 
one of the most dangerous forms— and 
use adult society as the antagonist. 
There Is no sense of com mu ni t y in 
what they do; rather, the co mmu n is 
has become the enemy. 

This has happened In nation after 
nation, as each country becomes more 
urbanized and mechanized. It Is not so 
much a moral or a parental problem 
as It is a "problem of civilization." 
Much Of what we glibly call "delin- 
quency" comes from frustration— for 
If a youth cannot prove his manhood 
with tests set and approved by the 
community, he will prove it to his 
peers with acts of bravado directed 
against Oa community.

1 would like to praise your ;.taTi.i 
on the issue of student rights. How- 
ever, I believe the "Flambeau" can 
use some constructive criticism 
from another point. 

TTie "Flambeau" seems to have a 
policy of printing news about FSU, 
its students, staff, and faculty. TTiis 
is fine, but I believe the "Flam- 
beau" should do more. It shoidd 
carry other news of interest to 
FSU students, such as important 
happenings at other universities. 

Another area that the "Flambeau" 
should cover is the Selective Ser- 
vice System. Many male students 
do not want to take a McNamara 
Fellowship and internet their stud- 
ies. I believe the "Flambeau" should 
run a series on the. status of II-S 
deferments, the I-S classification, 
and tlie IV-A class for sole sur- 
viving sons. 

Many maie students know that they 
have to take 12 hours per trimester 
to set cr iceep their deferments, 
but few know tht'> must take 32 hours 
per shcool year and progress annu- 
alh to the next higher class. Grades 
are important also, and a test is 
going to be given this summer to 
students who wish tb qualify forU-S 
deferments. These facts, and many 
others, can be found out by diligent 
search in the Government l>ocu- 
ments section of our library, and 
from the local Selective Service 
Board. Since many students rely 
on the " Fla.Tibeau" as their primary 
source uf ir.formation on the outside 
world, 1 believe it is the "Flam- 
beau's" responsibility to carry the 
information that students need. 1 
suggest a series of articles on the 
Selective System. 
The new GI Bill has been signed 
into law, and many students qualify 
tor benefits under it. TTie "Flam- 
t>eau" should explain these benefits, 
and instrua diose eligiible where 
and how to apply for benefits. This

Seminole Scorecard

(EDOXDR'S NOTC: It is not too often that we deviate these pages from 
athletics that affect FSU directly, but a recent article from "Sports 
Illustrated" has been called to our attention and we feel it necessary to 
make a few comments about it.) 

In an article by Assoc. Editor Dan Jenkins "Sports Illustrated" (SI) 
has taken a stand upholding the National Collegiate Athletic Assn.'s 
(NCAA) recent ruling on checking athletes' grades to make sure that 
they are maintaining at least a 1.6 average. 

The I\7 League schools with Princeton President Robert F, Goheen 
aaing as spokesman have all rebuked the idea and one school (the' 
University of Pennsylvania) was barred from participating In the recent 
NCAA Basketball Tournament. 

While few will deny that the NCAA has to have a policy that should 
"try to insure that every vartity athlete tea student," tbe present ruling 
is not satisfactory. 

SI claims that the Ivy League Schools' stand that ever> school should 
police itself is not facing the realities of the situation. Maybe it is not 
realistic but the new ruling will probably do linle to change matters. 

The school that is presratly carrying an athlete who is below its 
minimum requirements will inobably find some way to keep student 
athletes' grades above the 1.6 mininumi or any odier grade average 
chosen. 

It certainly would not be hard to find a professor willing to help out 
Joe All- America a little, maybe give him tbe benefit of a doubt to Insure 
his remaining on the football field. 

If this ever become tbe case, and it easily could, the NCAA would 
next have to certify the instructors who teadi the adiletes. 

Also, what if there happens to be a "Sweataiilrt U" (as SI refers to tbe 
violating sdwols) with a uniform policy that individuals widi an average 
as low as 1.4 or 1.5 would be allowed to remain as enrolled nudents? 
Would this University then have to discriminate against its athletes by 
telling diem that they are eligible to remain as students, "but you are 
not smart enou^ to play NCAA food)all." 

The 1.6 grade poim average ^ch SI equates with C minus is probably 
as fair a selection that could be made for a cut-off poim ~ the argument 
here is not the grade but the idea of enforcement. 

Any FSU student who has credit for 64 hours of work is required to 
maintain enough quality points so that he will never be more than six 
points below a 2.0 average. At 64 hours that would be a minimum of 1.906 
average and it would Increase as the hours completed increase. 

The administration could be faced with a problem. Now that the NCAA 
ruling is In force, is FSU being too hard on its academic standards and 
not concerned enough with athletics? The answer is an obvious no, but 
there will probably be a few "Sweatshirt U's" that will consider the 
possibilities. 

Some kind of supervision is needed — with this even the Ivy's agree. 
The question is how. At present the best solution seems to be with the 
Ivy's suggestion of " hands off" — at least until a better idea is presented. 

If the NCAA is really looking ahead to taking on new and daring exper- 
iences, it might begin by straightening out its officiating ranks. Eliminate 
those referees and officials who for years have been hindering the various 
sports, not advancing them ~ and leave academics to the educators.
